The special 
ecti on groups were not to discuss their orders with anyone, 
not even the leader* of the regular plant groups. At a high* 
level conference of SEB/EFD executives a secret directive 
was prepared according to which, for the preparation of 
’’disruptive ' activities, the "one-man system" was to he 
used. These specially-trained persons were to receive their 
orders from liaison meat from tins Soviet Sene of Germany. 

Plant questionnaire 3 which were sometimes issued by the 
Communist Party ashing minute and detailed questions about 
plant activity were used to aid in determining the most 
favorable spots upon which to Inflict sabotage.

IY. Sabotage Training Olven West German Communists in 

tuWmualst gioc'Cmmtriea 

According to an uncon firm ed report, foe East German 
authorities were conducting courses In sabotage prior to 
November 1950 for members of the West Erne's Communist 
Party and PB7 organisation c Training centers were set up 
to accommodate foe students by Lcndsi, For instance, 
residents of North Rhine -W estph&tta attended a achool located 
in Landgemeinde Ptestsritz (N32/E37), Saxony-Anhalt, while 
etndents living in Schleswig-Holstein were trained in Schwerin, 

'The Piesterita school was housed in a former barracks 
which was part of foe Piesterita explosives factory property. ' 
Police officers lectured foe students mi the structure of roads, 
bridges, subways, railroad stations and other traffic installs- 
dons, and demonstrated wtfo models foe technique of sabotaging 
such Installations . Skilled persons from foe East Zone rail- 
road administration were brought in be instruct foe students in 
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hew to block rail signals and cat cables. Special emphasis was 
placed on the method of patting signal installations out of order 
by twisting the wires together .and on the quickest way to remove 
the cog wheels from signal boxes. 

The beat-known Incidents of sabotage which took place In 
the years immediately fallowing 1950 were directed against 
measures by Western Occupation forces to provide for the 
future mining of key bridge* and road passes in the event of 
war* West German Communist organisations, especially the 
Communist youth organisation, conducted a propaganda campaign 
against these measures and in some cases secretly organised 
groups (organizationally disclaimed) took action by pouring con- 
crete into bridge demo-chambers , or by pushing construction 
equipment i nto creeks. 

V. Sabotage, Assassination-,, Kidnapping, Terrorist Missions 
wad 'f argute 

a. tf,g. and/or G.5. Allies Personnel, Installations 

Although there were (particularly during the period of 
pressure against Berlin In 1948) numerous incidents erf 
harassment and violence directed a gainst British and U. §. 
personnel, there are no reports of sabotage in the strict 
sense of. the term. 

h. Other Sabotage Targets 

b 1914 evidence became available to indicate &a£ 
Communist activists, indued in sabotage, were being 
infiltrated into West Germany. Training was apparently 
oa an individual basis. The target against which these 
saboteurs were to work was military production. This 
evidence has net 'boon confirmed. 

Baliberate damage to e quipm ent and machinery of 
factories and erf other production centers was carried out 
in 1934 in West Germany. A report of July 1954 related

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MVtnl instances of sabotage either in metallurgical plants 
or la mines of West Germany, la ou factory oil pressure 
pipes of a. moulding machine, a Itejr element in the die cast- 
ing process, were forcibly removed. In the same plant, 
locks and instruments in new generator installations were 
repeatedly broken at short intervals. There was evidence 
to this case tout members of the illegal Communist youth 
organisation were implicated. 

At a mine shaft installation foreign objects were thrown 
into toe transmission gears of two conveyer belts-, resulting 
to the less of 7W tons of coal, to this case there was 
evidence that the secretary of toe local Communist Party 
district sms ultimately responsible. Similar acts of sabotage 
occurred repeatedly at another mine; .plant security officers 
bstieved they were perpetrated by an illegal Communist 
group which called itself the "Communist Party Youth 
Factory Group". 

to most of these cases considerable danger to human 
Hfe was involved. The offenders tried to make it appear that, 
to* incidents had occurred as to* result of carelessnes s on 
to* part of to# plant managers so toe latter could he accused 
of failure to tab * proper precautions against accidents. 

Hast security officers considered all cases of sabotage 
carried out daring this tone to he a series of tests, to dis- 
cover toe most productive areas for sabotage action In. the 
•vent of a general disruption of the .government of toe 
Federal Republic and of Its security machinery. 

Yl. Evidence of. Direction and Support from toe USSR, China or 
^her Cmamunist C pantry ' 

The- Soviet occupation authorities assisted German 
Communists in every way possible in It# to advance the 
campaign to drive the Berlin City Assembly from Its legal 
headquarters into the Western sector so it coaid then be 
declared illegal by tows Soviet Military Administration. The 
Soviet Commandant refused to guarantee the safety of any

to toe tore of so much opposition from Soviet authorities 
and usdsr toe pressure of large mobs of Communist demon - 
stoators, toe City Assembly was forced to surrender toe City 
WW to tot demonstrators on 6 September If 48. Western 
observ ers to Berlin at. that time commented that although 
Cammed*** Id^ed red popular support* their goals were 
reached t han k s to the power and support of the Soviet Military 
Administration.

. . . major threat of sabotage action to West Germany 

tirderived from toe potential abilities of agents of professional 
intelligence services of nearby Communist countries, espe ciall y 
sabotage action which may be organised jointly by BIS and toe 
Bast Herman State Security. 

An additional potential threat may exist if reports of If 54, 
so far unconfirmed, prove to be true that special groups were 
being formed among Communist dements in West Her ma n 
factories. These presumably would be activated to the event 
of an internal (West German! economic or political crisis, or 
to toe event of outbreak of international hostilities, to view of 
centers of strength, the most vulnerable points would 
probably be to the mines, the metallurgical and shi p buildi ng 
industries. 
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
